DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is a response to communications dated 04/22/08. Claims 1-3, 5-8 
and 10 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-8 and 10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, considered individually or in combination and in view of the Applicants' 
outstanding response filed 04/22/08, fails to fairly show or suggest the claimed method 
and system of switching data, comprising, among other limitations, a novel and 
unobvious limitation of element/step for "sending a halt message to a sending entity 
corresponding to a given path from which the greatest number of packets was received 
in the queue," structurally and functionally interconnected with other limitations in a 
manner as recited in claims 1-3, 5-8 and 10. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
